TIME: 2:00 o'clock A.M. (Approximately) 

VICTIM: Male 

AGE: About 45 years of age 

No breathing, no pulse or at least very little evident, 
pupils dialated! 

SCENE: 

Mother and two daughters at home, Mother awakens to 
find what may be a possible death! Daughters hear noise 
and come in. What follows is total pandominium. Mother 
phones R.C.M.P., who respond very quickly. Now comes 
the interesting part. Daughter who remembers that Dad 
used to be a volunteer fire fighter also remembers that Dad 
responded to similar calls. 

With quick reaction she phones the fire hall, but is turned 
down!!!! Fortunately father is alive and doing well in 
hospital, 

NOW!!!! 

Fellow citizens, I ask, is this the protection we are paying 
for? Following I have a few points I would like to stress: 

1) I personally do not feel that our fire department is 
manned accordingly to per capita standards, 

2) I do not feel that our fire department is properly 
irained and kept up to date in first aid. 

3) I feel that the administration of this town is sitting 
quite comfortable with ‘‘Yes men,’’ under them. 

These are only three of many points that I want to stress, 
We are supposedly one of those small towns that are 
rocketing forward. We now have in excess of 22,000 people. 
We have 11 full-time fire fighters. This gives you one fire 
fighter for every two thousand people, but that is not the 
end. Of these 11 men there are four shifts, there are also 
inspectors and of course a chief. This leaves two men per 
shift! Hopefully there are volunteers (sometimes) (unless 
they have a beard) (Women included). 

Now let us have a situation! Supposing I live on Larose 
Drive and my wife is cooking supper and sets the frying pan 
ablaze, next the curtains, then the cupboards. By this time it 
has become a major fire and it will take our local fire 
department that long to respond. 

Meanwhile a 17 year old youth working on his motorcycle 
on Alcott Crescent sets the garage on fire which is attached 
10 the house. 

“THINK ABOUT IT" !!!! 

Are we ready for this??? It has been my personal feeling 
for a long time that we are under equipped and under 
manned, It is time now for every. resident in this town to 
bear down and demand the proper protection! 

I have mentioned the manpower problem. Now may I go 
into equipment. We have three pumpers, one of which 
doubles as a ladder. Only one of these three qualifies as a 
Class ‘‘A’’ Pumper. For those who are interested contact 
your insurance firm and they will explain this. We also have 
an emergency van, WHY ? ?, I'm not sure. 

Now for a sick note. Way up on the hill, we have what is 
known as the Sturgeon General Hospital. Pity those who are 
onthe second floor and above. Should and hopefully not, but 
should a fite break out in the hospital then everything would 
respond including an aerial truck from the city because we 
haven't one! Also the city puts a small fee on this regardless 
of whether there is a fire or not. I believe it is around the 
$300.00 mark. Whilst entertaining this thought let us not 
forget that the whole town is in jeopardy without the 
protection of our local fire department. 

| only hope to God it is not me or one of mine who have to 
depend on the Town of St. Albert for their life next time!!!!

Recreation wrangle 
goes on and on and on 


It would seem that pro- 
gress on recreation facilities 
in St. Albert is going to be 
held hostage by lack of 
consensus between St. Al- 
bert council and its Parks and 
Recreation Board - unless 
things change for the better: 

Last Monday night's re- 
gular St. Albert council 
meeting was an exercise in 
futility as the Parks and 
Recreation Board presented 
a tight schedule to council 
designed to fetch public 
input on the much needed 
facilities. 

Perhaps to the man in the 
street it would have seemed 
reasonable that council give 
the go ahead to the Parks and 
Recreation plan for public 
input on recreation ‘‘dr- 
cams"’ thru March 21-25, so 
that results could come up at 
council by April 12. 

But it was the Almighty 
Dollar which smashed the 
high hopes of the Parks and 
Recreation sub-committee 


-Gerry Jaycocks, Barbara 


Munro and Chairman Lorne 
Wood that things would go 
according to plan. 
Councillor Barry Breadner 
was adamant that a clause 
should be added to a Parks 
and Recreation ‘‘opinion- 


aire’’ asking each St. Albert 
household to say how much 
more it was prepared to pay 
in additional property taxes 
each year for a cultural 
recreational facility. 


“This is critical,”’ he said, 
“getting the economical 
(factor) on the opinionaire."’ 

Referring to the rejection 
by St. Albert residents of a 
$45 a year price tag on 
payments for the recreation 
complex voted down in a 
recent plebiscite, he added, 
‘I feel the economics played 
a greater role than we 
thought at the time." 

One could see the council- 
lors point, but it failed to 


consider the work put in by 
the Recreation Board. Mayor 
Dick Plain underlined this 
later when he admitted that a 
great burden - St. Albert's 
stubborn recreation problem 
- was on the shoulders of the 
board. 

Mr. Wood also made it 
clear that he was trying to 
meet a deadline to get the 
publicity for the March re- 
creation input into the local 
newspaper.

Councillor Margaret Smith 
made a valid point later in 
the near three hour discus- 
sion, she asked why the hold 
up of the opinionaire (with or 
without the cost clause) 
should hold up the ad going 
in the Gazette. 

Mr. Wood felt it was 
essential that the publicity 
and the opinionaire tie in 
together.

Mr. Wood also hinted that 
until the Parks and Re- 
creation Board got definite 
figures on grants, operation 
costs and the like, it would be 
unable to give concrete 
figures and facts to the 
public. 

Councillor Smith also 
wanied ‘ball park figures" 
on the opinionaire, like 
Councillor Fyfe. Then Coun- 
cillor Breadner uttered the 
statement ‘‘I feel cost is 
sironger than we care to 
believe’’ which led to two 
motions one gentle, the other 
more strongly worded, but 
both forcing the line that 
council wanted the Parks and 
Rec Board to take: include 
the question on cost factor in 
the opinionaire.

guns. 
Councillor Frank Lukay 
termed the rescinding mo- 
tion **Blackmail’’ but Mr. 
Wood was adamant this was 
not the case.

He outlined the concept of 
work experience which sees 
students both working and 
attending school concurr- 
ently, The main point of work 
experience was that it 
prepared the student for 
making a career choice, he 
said. 

“Tt may also help to avert 
the generation gap ... (stu- 
dents) can rub elbows with 
adults who enjoy what they 
are doing,’ he stated. 

Advantages were that stu- 
dents could see adults no 
longer as adversaries but as 
helpers. Also a part time pool 
of workers could become 
permanent ata later date; 
work experience thus served 
as a training program for 
small businesses. 

Mr, Bozinski also pointed 
oul that the work experience 
program lessened welfare 
costs in the long run, brought 
more stability to the stu- 
denis, and also lessened 
crime. 

Businessmen were given 
questionnaires to fill in on 
what their requirements 
would be when they took a 
student on for work exper- 
ience, 

Leo Alain, St. Albert 
Branch of the Edmonton 
Savings and Credit Union 
was very impressed with the 
work experience concept. 

He did not confine his 
comments just to this but 
also the recent series of 
Amateur Talent nights in St. 
Albert. 

‘Why should (youngsters) 
not get twice the mention for 
doing something good? They 
gel publicity for tearing up a 
lampost.”’

Report from Parliament Hill 


MEDICAL CARE ACT 
CHANGE 
MAY HURT CANADIANS

Many hours in the House 
of Commons have been 
devoted recently to debate on 
Bill C-68, An Act to amend 
the Medical Care Act. Sever- 
al groups and individuals 
have levelled severe criticism 
at this proposed piece of 
legislation, an act which, if 
implemented, may well have 
serious repercussions for all 
Canadians. 

When medicare was first 
suggesied in 1965, the 
federal government outlined 
ils intention to share 50% of 
the cost with the provinces 
provided that the provinces, 
in turn, met four principles of 
cligibilily - comprehensive- 
ness, universality, public ad- 
ministration and portability, 

Initially many of the pro- 
vinces were upset and 
reluctant to accept the 
scheme (maintaining that the 
program was untimely and 
uncalled for given other 
considerations and existing 
provincial health care sys- 


tems and that the provinces 
had very little control over 
administration costs, pro- 
cedures and priorities) and it 
was not until 1970-71 that all 
provinces were brought un- 
der the medical care um- 
brella. Since then, the medi- 
care program has been 
proven effective and is now 
highly regarded by other 
nations. 

Now, having gone through 
the exercise of establishing 
an efficient arrangement, the 
provinces are being told that, 
unilaterally, with no federal- 
provincial consultation, Ot- 
tawa has changed the rules 
and is placing an impossible 
burden on each province. 

The federal government 


has introduced Bill C-68 on. 


the grounds that the costs of 
maintaining the present sys- 
tem are becoming unwieldy. 
Henceforth ceilings are to be 
placed on the federal contri- 
butions to medicare insur- 
ance. 

If medicare costs increase 
ala greater rate than that 
allowed by the budgetary 
ceilings, the provinces will 
be forced to seek one of three 
solutions to the financing 
problem:- q 

1) Provincial revenues will 
be drained and other pro- 
grams or priorities will have 
\o be deflected in order to 
meet the increased costs; 


2} Premiums, in provinces 
where applicable, will have 
to be increased in order to 
offset augmented provincial 
medical expenditures; 

3) If the provinces cannot 
meet the budgetary restraint 
medical sérvices will have to 
be reduced. 

Therefore, by imposing 
these ceilings, the Govern- 
ment will ensure that if 
inflation continues to esca- 
late and medical costs in- 
crease, the taxpayer will 
inevitably suffer either in 
terms of increased taxes or 
reduced health services. 

Undoubtedly, if increased 
costs occur, the ‘‘have-not"’ 
provinces would necessarily 
be the first to reduce their 
medical care services. In 
areas where the physical- 
population ratio is already 
low this would coincide with 
a marked down-turn in the 
level of health care and 
would further exacerbate 
regional disparities. 

Improved health care cost 
efficiency is indeed nec- 
essary and the rate of health 
care cost escalation must be 
controlled. However the ap- 
proach the Government has 
taken by introducing Bill 
C-68 is really no reform at all 
- it simply places the problem 
on the provinces without 
offering any compensation or 
national leadership direction.

A total of $3,806,066 worth 
of building permits have 
been issued in St. Albert so 
far this year. 

$2,383,246 of these were 
single family (80 units) and 
$313,392 semi-detached (12 
units). $1,091,428 of the total 
is accounted for in new 
institutional permits. 

These figures are way up 
on last year's from the 
Planning Department which 


showed only $466,889 per- 
mits issued in single family 
residential, and industrial 
categories. 

$87,350 worth of industrial 
permits had been issued in 
that period last year. There 
are none this year. 

In February this year 
alone, $1,885,204 single fa- 
mily residential permits were

Albert with 780,000 over six 
years. The new buses he 
added cost in the neighbour- 
hood of $682,000. Mr. 
Jamison said the ETS exten- 
sion service, together with 
these 10 new buses was a far 
cry from the inefficient 
service the town had been 
straddled previous to 1974, 
Paying tribute to Mr. Bakk- 
er, Mr. Jamison said that his 
expertise in the field of 
public transit assisted the 
MLA greatly in persuading 
the government to provide 
the grant to St. Albert, 
because it was in effect the 
extension of an existing ETS 
service. 

Mr. Leo LeClerc, Alberta 
Transportation official, poin- 
ted out “‘It is now up to Ernie 
and Mayor Plain to keep 
them (the buses) clean and 
running.” 

After the ribbon was cut, 
the officials, dignitaries and 
their families boarded one of 
the buses and were given a 
tour of the town, the first 
official passengers of the St. 
Albert Transit System. 

Residents of the town were 
able to ride the buses free 
from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m., with 
passes provided by the bus- 
inessmen of St. Albert. 

The 49-passenger buses 
are white with a bright blue 
stripe running horizontally 
around the body; the seats 
are upholsterd in a durable 
red fabric which should last 
for a long time if treated 
properly. Residents will re- 
ceive the same service as 
that provided by the ETS.

It is not certain where or when St. Patrick was born but the 
9th Century Book of Armagh has presented his spiritual 
history called Confessio from which we have much of his 
slory. 


He was born in Britain apparently during the 15th Century. 
At the age of 16 he was captured by Irish raiders, sold into 
slavery and spent the next six years as a herdsman in 
Ireland. Advised in a dream that a ship would be waiting he 
fled to the sea and eventually reached England at age 23. He 
\ook up his interrupted education and in due course was 
ordained to the priesthood. 


In a second important dream he received a letter called 
‘The Voice of the Irish’’ and heard voices imploring him_to 
come back to Ireland and preach the gospel. He decided to 
return and was consecrated bishop for missions in Ireland. 
For years St. Patrick travelled widely in Ireland, baptising, 
confirming and preaching. He is credited with conversion of 
the whole island and was adopted as its patron Saint and 
Apostle. 


Now for the snakes. It can be truthfully said of Ireland what 
Dr. Samuel Johnson is reported by Boswell to have said 
about Iceland. *‘There are no snakes to be met with 
throughout the whole island.’ Learned men state 
calegorically that the only reptile native to Ireland is the 
New!. However generation after generation of the faithful 
will go on crediting St. Patrick with a good deed. 


li is somewhat the same with the tradition that St. Patrick 
used the trefoil shamrock to illustrate the christian concept 
of the trinity. No authentication has been found for this 
pleasant fantasy. 


As is generally the case with early saints, dates are not 
specific. It has been said that St. Patrick was born as early 
as 390, and his death is variously reported as occurring in 
461/462 and in 492/493. He certainly became a legend as 
carly as the 7th century.

nation - State, the Western political ideal since the 
Enlightenment, is on the brink of dissolution. Seemingly 
more powerful than ever, it is menaced by the hatred of its 
enemies and the indifference of its citizens ..... 


What then, is going to happen to us? In a brief and heavily 
qualified burst of optimism, the distinguished American 
sociologist Prof. Robert Nisbet interprets such signs as the 
spread of communes in America (there are now 10,000) as 
evidence that intermediate social institutions may be 
reviving. Nor are politicians entirely helpless - they could 
strengthen the family by less penal inheritance taxes or by 
\ransferring educational responsibility to parents. But these 
are starved hopes and thin prospects. 


Pessimism is probably the surer guide, pointing to a future 
of cultural decay and economic chaos alternating with 
periods of egalitarian tyranny. We should not forget that 
Yeats’s poem concludes by asking ‘‘....what rough beast, its 
hour come at last, slouches towards Bethlehem to be born.”’

Do you like adventure? Do 
vou. like meeting new 
people? Have you thought of 
working on a Japanese dairy 
farm? 

Pai Farris of Andrew, 
Alberia, thinks there is 
nothing to compare with it. 
She has been on a dairy farm 
in Hokkaido province in 
Northern Japan since last 
February, and says that 

every day is rewarding and 
exciting. She went to Japan 
under the Alberta-Japanese 
Dairy Exchange Program 
which provides for a two-way 
exchange of 10 Albertans 
and 10 Japanese with dairy 
farm experience. 

**Eady day,"’ savs Pat. ‘'] 
ponder whal mysteries await 
me. Invariably I will have 
just got nicely started wash- 
ing down one of our 45 
milking cows or cleaning out 
the barn when I am wisked 
away to a public bath. for a 
chat with the mayor of 
Hiroshima-cho (the local

she checks them for mastitis 
and ketosis before turning 
ihem oul to pasture.

In 
Japan hay is made in July 
and at the end of September. 
During this period Pat stands 
on the truck and stacks bales 
while her male Japanese 
co-workers load the truck. 

“It is not unusual,"’ says 
Pai, “for the truck to sink to 
iis axle in the soft soil and to 
have to be unloaded and 
pulled out with two trac- 
ors.’’ The reason this 
problem occurs is that most 
of the hay fields in this part 
of Japan were rice paddies 
until quite recently. Timothy, 
orchard grass, clover and a 
very small percentage of 
alfalfa are the varieties of 
forage grown. 

Lasi summer Pat showed 
some of the cattle at a 
number of dairy shows. She 
found il great fun and won 
several trophies including 
one for the top dairy cow in 
he area.

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Bill Wishart speaks at fish & game meeting 


Mr. Bill Wishart, Fish and 
Wildlife Research Biologist, 
was the guest speaker at the 
Fish and Game Association 
meeting last Tuesday night 
(March 9), His talk covered 
(wo very interesting topics: 
the transplantation of Can- 
ada Geese and the identifi- 
cation of a legal Big Horn 
Ram. Along with his com- 
mentary, Mr. Wishart show- 
ed several excellent slides on 
each of the topics. 

The first talk on the trans- 
plantation of Canada Geese, 
showed how these birds can 
be persuaded to nest and 
breed in an environment 
different from that in which 
they were raised. This pro- 
cess presented one major 
problem, Geese who nor- 
mally make Northern Alberta 
their home migrate to the 
central United States and 
those from southern Alberta 
go to the Pacific coast. When 
goslings alone are trans- 
planted they migrate with 
the flock but when they 
return to Canada they often 
return to their original home, 
not the new area to which 
they had been taken. This 
problem was compounded by 
a very high mortality rate. 
The transplantation of both 
goslings and parents to the 
new area reduced the mort- 
ality rate and increased the 
success of the transplanta- 
lion, 

Several experiments have 
been conducted to enhance 
goose production. Since gee- 
se prefer treeless islands for 
nesting these conditions ha- 
ve been simulated in areas 


such as Beaver Hill Lake. 
The plain old rubber tire has 
proved quite enticing as a 
nesting area. Tires have 
been placed on platforms in 
the water, on rafts, or on 
artificial islands and have 
proved quite successful. Sin- 
ce the snow melts off the 
lires almost immediately in 
the Spring, the birds can 
easily spot these dark areas 
as they fly overhead. 

Geese have also been 
known to nest in holes in the 
river bank wall along the 
south Saskatchewan and Bow 
Rivers. 

Another man-made nest- 
ing area can be provided by 
placing a large round bale of 
siraw in a hole cut in the ice. 
The birds find that this is a 
comfortable place to lay their 
eggs. 

Breeding pairs of geese 
can also be raised in pens, as 
is being done at Kennelworth 
Lake. This kind of operation 
necessitates the construction 
of a shelter for the animals 
and the provision of food and 
siraw for nesting. 

The second set of slides 
covered the topic of deter- 
mining just what a legal Big 
Horn Ram is. Mr. Wishart 
suggested that a fast and 
usually accurate method of 
determining whether a ram 
is legal or not is the presence 

of an upward turn of the 
horn’s tip. If the horn does 
not turn up toward the sky 
then the ram is not legal. 

There is quite a varience in 
size according to age be- 
‘ween rams found in nor- 


thern Alberta and southern 


WG 


Alberta. This is caused by 
the climatic differences, The 
south experiences 25 to 30 
chinook days between De- 
cember 1 and March 31 while 
the north has only 10 to 12 
days of mild weather. Spring 
comes earlier in the south 
and thus affects the growth 
of the Big Horn Ram popula- 
tion, The northern animals 
have a larger body size to 
keep warm, and limited 
extremities such as short 
small horns to prevent heat 
loss, while southern rams 


use their horns to lose up to ° 


15% of their body heat. 

This difference in growth 
rates determines the spread 
of the horns and the tight- 
ness of the turn, These 
features in turn decide 
whether or not a ram is legal. 

Mr. Wishart gave this final 
word of advice to the hunters 
present, “‘If in doubt, don't 
shoot,””

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Special meeting 
convened over 
Harvey heating

A special board meeting of 
the St. Albert Protestant 
Separate School District No. 
6 was convened to discuss 
the heating problems at the 
Ronald Harvey School. The 
meeting followed the pre- 
sentation of the annual 
reports at the ratepayers 
meeting on Wednesday, 
March 10th. A handful of 
parents who have children 
altending the new elemen- 
\ary school were present. 

Chairman Bill Webber 
advised parents of action 
iaken by the board and of the 
resulis of extensive inspec- 
‘ions. He also informed them 
that he would entertain 
questions and input from 

hem into the situation. 

In part the report on the 
investigation of Ronald Har- 
vey School read as follows: 

‘Exhaustive testing carr- 
ied out (primarily) by North- 
western Utilities Ltd., and by 
the Occupational Health and 
Safety Division of the De- 
partment of Labour has 
revealed that there is not a 
carbon monoxide problem in 
he core building or in the 
portable classrooms. How- 
ever, to provide for con- 
inuous monitoring of the air, 
carbon monoxide detectors 
have been installed in each 
portable classroom and the 
district has purchased a more 
sensitive special unit which 
will be used for additional 
checking on a regular basis." 

The report concludes that 
he high incidence of pupil 
illness resulted from inade- 
quate circulation of air and 
abnormal variations in room 
emperature. On the day the 
problems became most vis- 
ible, the temperature was 
warm and the furnaces were 
on automatic. 

The eight portable class- 
rooms at the school which 
were affected will remain 
closed. Mr. Webber advised 
ihe mecting that the pupils 
will be accommodated in 
iemporary class areas set up 
in the gymnasium, library 
and lunchroom. The pupils 
will not be admitted to the 
portables until the board is 
completely satisfied that 
sysicms are operating effec- 
lively and safety conditions 
can be maintained. 

Questions raised by par- 
ents varied. One wished to 
know why the sickness 
problems were affecting ch- 
ildren from one classroom 
only. Bill Webber replied 
that he suspected that the 
situation had just developed 
in that particular room first. 


Parents at the meeting 
indicated that their children 
had been coming home from 
school regularly complaining 
of headaches, sore stomachs 
etc. and although medical 
opinions had been sought, 
the cause had not been 
identified. One mother said 
that she understood that one 
room in the core of the school 
was always cold. Trustees 
advised the parents that they 
were nol aware of these 
problems until the incident 
which had occurred earlier 
this year. Chairman Webber 
suggested that there had not 
been sufficient communica- 
‘ion between the teachers, 
siaff and the superintend- 
ent, 

Mr. H. Haddon described 
his daughter's symptoms 
and he asked Dr. W. Cuts, to 
comment on whether they 
related to carbon monoxide 
poisoning. The doctor ex- 
plained that his function on 
ihe board was as a trustee 
and not as a medical doctor. 
However, he went on to add 
ihat the child's sore throat, 
dizziness, headache, slurred 
speech etc., could be caused 
by a variety of things and 
that these do not always go 
with carbon monoxide poi- 
soning. 

Despite the assurances 
given in the report read by 
Mr. Webber, one parent did 
nol appear satisfied that 
carbon monoxide was not 
present and wanted to know 
if the portables would remain 
closed until proven safe. 
Trusices listened to similar 
comments and repeated their 
assurances. This kind of 
dialogue continued until Tr- 
usiee Shirley McCaffery ask- 
ed the parents **What more 
do you want us to do? What 
more can we do?” 

Mr. Haddon told the board 
he would like to see an 
audible carbon monoxide 
monitor made available. Mr. 
Webber advised him that the 
industrial hygienist had re- 
commended against using il. 

Another parent indicated 
her concern that it was not 
the children of the trustees 
who were using the school. 
This remark brought a swift 
reply from Trustee M. Mac- 
Farlane who said he resented 
the implication that trustees 
were not concerned because 
they do not have children in 
the school. He reminded 
parents once again that the 
children would not be sent 
back into the portable class- 
rooms until the problem had 
been solved.

Mrs. Vest can also proudly 
boast of 30 grandchildren 
and 22 great grandchildren. 

Following the supper a 
delicious birthday cake was 
served and a gift of luggage 
was presented to the guest of 
honour. 

Henriette Neilsen was 
born in 1886 in Stentrup on 
the Island of Flynn, Den- 
mark. She married Hans 
Vest on June 30th, 1916 and 
came to Canada the same 
year. Mr. Vest had emigra- 
ted some years earlier, 
working first in Wisconsin 
and other points in the 
United States before pur- 
chasing a homestead at 
Seven Persons (near Medi- 
cine Hat) in 1908. During this 
time he was corresponding 
with Henriette and even- 
tually was able to return to 
Denmark and get married. 

Times were hard on the 
homestead and the couple 
lived in two granaries put 
together, being more fort- 
unate in this respect than 
many families who were 
living in sod shacks. Severe 
drought conditions hit the 
area and in 1927 the Vests 
were able to get a farm in 
Calahoo area under the debt 
adjustment program of the 
provincial government. By a 
quirk of fate the next two 
years saw an end of the

southern drought and two 
heavy crops at Seven Pers- 
ons, but in Calahoo condi- 
tions’ weren’t that good. 
However they managed quite 
well on the farm despite the 
poor years in the thirties. 
Mrs. Vest recalls 1935 when 
a hard frost hit on August 
16th and completely killed 
the crop. In the war years 
three of her sons were in the 
armed forces, leaving one to 
manage the farm. 

Mrs. Vest died in October 
of 1958 at the age of 75 years. 
Four years later, although 
she had suffered a stroke 
which left one leg and arm 
somewhat paralyzed, she 
was able to make a trip back 
to Denmark, where she had 
left her family, including four 
sisters and a brother, 46 
years earlier. Her sister 
Karen was the only family 
member still living and of 
course greatly changed from 
the 11-year-old she had left. 
She also enjoyed meeting 
nieces and nephews and 
visiting some remembered 
places. 

For some time Mrs. Vest 
lived in Whitecourt where 
her daughter Margrethe and 
her husband owned and 
operated a motel. When they 
sold it she came to live in a 
small house on the Majeau 
farm and it is only recently 
that she moved in with her 
daughter. 

At 90 she is very alert and 
interested in everything go- 
ing on around her, and her 
family and. friends wish her 
many more happy birthdays.

The second semester star- 
ted at Paul Kane on February 
3 with a major alteration in 
the curriculum which seems 
to be benefiting both stu- 
dents and prospective em- 
ployers. Last September 
Counsellor Joe Bozynski 
began organizing a work 
experience program which 
would enable students to go 
to school half time and work 
in a business establishment 
the other half of the time. 
The hours spent at their ‘job’ 
would count as credits 
toward their diplomas, (125 
hours for five credits) and 
would provide them with the 
experience that employers 
are always looking for in a 
new employee. 

In a speech to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Mr. 
Bozynski expressed the idea 
that ‘‘the community is a 
school and the school is a 
community.’ He continued 
on to say that there is a 
‘necessity for interaction 
between the school district 
and the working community 
by means of a planned 
program of involvement."’

The St. Albert Safety

The 
Safety Council will recom- 
mend that stop signs at both 
he school exits are to be 
desired. 

Another difficult area is 
Grosvenor Boulevard at Sir 
George Simpson School. In 
he evenings, vehicles are 
parked on both sides of the 
road. There is not adequate 
clearance for two lanes of 
raffic between the parked 
vchicles. The Safety Council 
felt that parking at this 
location should be allowed on 
one side of the road only, and 
i recommendation to this 
effect will also be sent to the 
Town,

ia! lOO many motorists are 
driving with lights obscured 
by mud and dirty wind- 
shiclds giving inadequate 
Visibility, It takes only a 
moment to clean them off -, 
ind it could mean a life - 
vours, a pedestrian’s or 
nother motorist’s.

Do you have a bored well 
which has ‘sanded in’ or a 
laver of water saturated sand 
hai_is close to the soil 
surface? If you have either of 
hese situations, you pro- 
bably have a potential supply 
of water that can be easily 
and inexpensively develop- 
ed. 

Ken Williamson of Alberta 
Agriculture's — engineering 
and home design branch says 
a continuous-slot well point 
can be used to develop a 
water supply in both cases. 

A continuous-slot well 
point consists of triangu- 
lar-shaped wire welded ar- 
ound a skeleton of longi- 
‘udinal rods. When it is 
driven into the sand, the slo 
openings (gaps) between the 
‘urns of wire on the longi- 
‘udinal rods allow the water 
‘0 enter the casing and keep 
back most of the sand. 

For the proper develop- 
ment of the well, the slot 
openings should allow some 
sand to wash through the 
well point screen. When this

Older people may not 
realize it, but they should be 
taking care to follow a sound 
nutrition program designed 
especially for their needs. 

Aging, which is a con- 
\inuing process from birth, 
does not suddenly or radi- 
cally change our nutritional 
needs at 65 years. Body 
processes and physical act- 
ivities slow down with ad- 
vancing years reducing cal- 
oric requirements. 

The ‘Guide to Good 
Eating’ is still a useful guide 
\o follow in planning meals, 
kceping in mind that the size 
of the servings should be 
reduced. 

Nutrition Canada results 
show some interesting find- 
ings for the over 65 age 
group, among them: 

1. Obesity is the greatest 
single problem. 


2. The protein in the diet 
was al a marginal level. 

3. Their diets showed 
inadequate intake of the ‘B’ 
vitamins, 

4. There also was inade- 
quate dietary intake of 
Vitamin C, of calcium and 
Vitamin D. 

5S. They had low iron 
reserves, 

Remember too, some of 
the best fed older people 
were looked at, as none of 
the shut-ins or institution- 
alized were included. Alberta 
showed some of the lowest 
Vitamin C intakes. According 
‘0 law all fruit drinks will 
have to be brought up to the 
level of Vitamin C found in 
natural fruit juices. Potass- 
ium is also found in natural 
fruit juices and many fruit 
drinks do not include it. Lack 
of potassium in the diet

sauses people to become 
confused. 

Lack of the ‘B’ vitamins in 
the diet can lead to absent 
reflexes, sores on the cornea 
of the eye, on the lips and at 
the corners of the mouth. 

New regulations coming 
into effect April 1, 1976, will 
make the addition of Vitamin 
A to all skim and partially 
skim milk mandatory, wh- 
creas all milk must have 
Vitamin D added. 

To make diets more ade- 
quate in iron, new dietary 
standards require all white 
flour to be enriched with 
iron, and the iron added 
musi be in a form that can be 
uiilized by the body. 

The older person does not 
have special dietary needs 
bu: there are other factors 

ha: influence their choice of 
foods, 


1. low or limited income 

2. lack of incentive 

3. loneliness, unhappine- 
ss, bereavement 
food faddism 
habits

There are a few important 
rules to keep in mind when 
planning meals: 

1. cat good quality foods - 
avoid empty calories!

3. increase iron intake - 
include liver, red meat, eggs, 
erecn vegetables, whole 
grain and enriched bread and 
cereals in diet.

for kindergartens which re- 
quires parental involvement. 
He commended Assistant 
Superintendent (Elementary) 
Muriel Martin and the 
parents who worked with her 
on the kindergarten pro- 
gram. Students attending 
schools outside the district, 
\o take advantage of pro- 
grams which District 6 is 
unable to provide, increased 
to 102 from 83 in the previous 
year.

SUPERINTENDENTS 
REPORT 


The Superintendent’s Re- 
port was read by Superin- 
tendent Elmer Gish and 
comprised two main sections 
covering elementary and 
secondary education plus a 
general section. Information 
on Elementary Education 
was contained in a section by 
Assistant Superintendent 
Muriel Martin and Second- 
ary Education was covered 
separately in another section 
by Assistant Superintendent 
Bob Prather. 


ELEMENTARY PROGRAM 


The report briefly des- 
cribed the testing program 
and the basic program for 
elementary students. The 
lesting program takes place 
cach September to select 
students who may require 
special placement and for the 
staff to formulate prelimin- 
ary program planning for all 
students. Grades one to six 
\ake part in this districtwide 
exercise. 

The basic program re- 
mains orientated toward core 
subjects such as reading, 
writing and mathematics. 
What has changed somewhat 
is the approach to teaching 
these vital subjects. Pro- 
grams have become much 
more activity based allowing 
students to work co-operat- 
ively in group settings. They 
are free to converse and 
consult with peers and there 
are special projects in the sc 
are special projects in the 
schools where older students 
aid younger ones with the 
learning process. Parental 
assistance has become an 
important part of the educa- 
tional system, In this area 
parent advisory committees 
have had much input. 

Pilot projects in science 
and mathematics have been 
introduced in a few class- 
rooms alt each elementary 
school. 

Outdoor education pro- 
grams have increased and 
now include students from 
grades four, five and six. The 
fine arts programs were 
considered to be of high 
quality. 

Special Education grants 
from the province have made 
possible the addition of staff 
who have major responsi- 
bilities in developing reme- 
dial programs for students 
requiring such aid. Suppor- 
live staff in each school 
includes personnel for stu- 
dents counselling services. 

The addition of the kin- 
dergarten children to the 
district had an impact and 
was not without problems. 
Finding adequate accommo- 
dation and acquiring trained 


_ staff were among them. Mrs. 


Martin feels that most 
wrinkles are now ironed out 
and that the district is on the 


road to success in this area. 
SECONDARY PROGRAM 


Several changes were ma- 
de in instructional areas at 
both junior and senior high 
levels but none resulted in 
the removal or de-emphasis 
of traditional courses. Bas- 
ically, the changes were 
brought about through the 
introduction of new materials 
and strategies. 

Some new courses were 
introduced at Paul Kane 
High School to satisfy the 
needs of a growing student 
population. These included 
German 10, Music 11 (Band), 
Drama 30, General Tech- 
nology 30 and Visual Com- 
munications 30. About 20 
students are currently work- 
ing with businessmen and 
tradesmen in the community 
on Work Experience pro- 
grams. About 40 students 
also participated in special 
projects courses in a variety 
of sectors of the system and 
the community. 

Students experiencing dif- 
ficully in the secondary 
division are entered in the 
Edmonton Public School 
System when adequate pro- 
vision cannot be made in 
District 6. 

Mr. Prather’s report in- 
dicated that junior and senior 
high schools had expanded 
elective offerings to supp- 
lement basic programs thr- 
ough the elimination of low- 
interest courses, and the 

introduction of student and 
community-oriented subjects 
Outdoor Education, Cana- 
dian Studies and Driver 
Training, for example, were 
expanded or introduced as 
optional courses at junior 
high level. The report out- 
lined the extra-curricular ac- 
livilics at the secondary level 
and touched on some of the 
problems, one of which is 
inflation. District staff were 
commended for their valu- 
able work in this area. 


OTHER DISTRICT 
MATTERS 


Superintendent Elmer Gi- 
sh reported that there was an 
adequate supply of staff to 
fill vacancies during 1975. 


He also reported on the Joint 
Use program and on trans- 
portation services which he 
described as satisfactory. 

He mentioned the burden 
of debenture costs arising 
out of inadequate Govern- 
ment support for new school 
construction and said there is 
a continuing concern of the 
board and district admini- 
strators over this matter. 

On the subject of home 
and school communication 
Mr. Gish spoke enthusia- 
stically on the communica- 
tion channels between the 
schools and the parents. 
These are parent-teacher 
inierviews and monthly new- 
sletters. The Gazette came in 
for some praise for its 
coverage of district events. 

Metrication, Canadian co- 
nient, the Instructional Ma- 
\erials Centre and the Fixed 
Spring Break were also 
included in the Superinten- 
dent's Report. 


FINANCIAL REPORT 


The cost of educating a 
child was $1,249.02 per pupil 
in 1975. This compares with 
the figure of $1,044.99 in the 
preceding year. The cost per 
pupil excluding debt charges 
and transportation was $1,- 
084.62 in 1975 compared to 
$892.62 in 1974. The total 
expenditure for the district 
for the year in question was 
well in excess of five million 
dollars. These and many 
more Stalistics were included 
in the Financial Report 
submitted by George Har- 
greaves, secretary-treasurer. 

A questioner who wished 
to know who could explain 
the financial report to her 
was invited to call at the 
district office where Mr. 
Hargreaves would personally 
undertake to satisfy this 
request. 

Another question revolved 
around the revenue received 
for Early Childhood Services 
and the disbursement of this 
money. Secretary-Treasurer 
Hargreaves clarified this 
areca, and Chairman Webber 
added that if the question 
was asking whether the 
district makes money on this 
program, the answer was 


‘no.

Seed cleaning plant could be white elephant 


A near $400,000 seed 


cleaning plant for Morinville. 


could become a white ele- 
phant if more funds are not 
available to help finish the 
project. 

Good progress continues 
on the plant located just 
south of Morinville on the 
railway tracks, but it may be 
in vain if the seed plant’s 
board of directors cannot 
drum up more financial 
support. 

Manager of the seed plant 
Bud McGillis, Chairman 
Allan McDonell and Vice- 
president Joe Kluthe were at 
the regular meeting of the 
MD of Sturgeon last week 
asking the council to guaran- 
tee a $100,000 loan which the 
board had been trying to 
negotiate from a local bank. 

The negotiations with the 
bank did not seem to have 
run all that smoothly and 
then the board ran into 
another snag with the MD 
which realized that under 
section 313 of the Municipal 
Act, it was not possible to 
guarantee any notes unless 
they were for recreation pur- 
poses. 

The new seed plant could 
be completed within one and 
a half months if all goes well, 
which makes the present 


snags all the more frustra- 
ling to the seed cleaning 
plant board. 

But Mr. McDonell said, 
‘the plant is a half born 
white elephant, our hands 
are tied until we get more 
money.”’ 

‘We're broke today,"’ he 
said telling the MD that 
$235,000 had now been spent 
out of the $285,000 set aside 
for the project. And recently 
the board discovered addi- 
tional costs to the project 
amounting to $24,000. 

Councillor Walter Van de 
Walle was perturbed at the 
difficulties the board were 
having in drumming up more 
support for the new plant. 

**Why doesn’t the (Agri- 
cultural Development Board) 
go ahead with a _ good 
venture?"’ he asked. 

Mr. McDonell said he 
didn’t think the board would 
be that successful if it asked 
shareholders to back loans, 
or get the $100,000 from 
them. 

One way out of the diffi- 
culty, according to Mr. 
Kluthe, was, *‘We hope to 
sell the old (plant) for 
$60,000 and that could go on 
the loan."

Clean city water 
in line for Gibbons 


At long last it seems as if the Village of Gibbons’ hassle 


By Jim Mclntvre 


with its water problem may soon be over. 
For years the village has been drawing water from the 
Sturgeon River. The water had to be treated because of its 


high contamination factor; some of the stories about what 
you could find on your lawn after a watering session verged 


on the legendary and there is no need to go into the lurid 


details. 


It goes without saying that the village’s problem with its 


water must have put many people ‘off from settling in’ 
Gibbons, putting a real block on growth. 


But now Gibbons can look forward to steady growth if the 


proposed water line tie-in with E Edmonton’s North East: 
water link gets pumping by the end of October this year. 


A line with pressure will cater for Gibbons expanding to 


the 6,000 mark and a standard line will be adequate for a 


population of 2500. 


Whether the village grows or not is ironically up to the 
present residents of the village. 


When he was at the regular meeting of the MD of ' 
Sturgeon last week, Gibbons Mayor “Snip” Loblick told the 


council that the Local Authorities Board is preparing a 


slebiscite on the installation of the nine mile water line. The 


results of that plebiscite should be out by mid-April. 
It seems the residents of the village won’t have much, 


choice in the way they vote. They can no longer count on 
water coming from the Sturgeon River : anyway, as the! 
Department of the Environment has ruled this out because 
the water is of such poor quality. 

If they decided to go for a water treatment plant Jif that is 
in the terms of the plebiscite] it will cost the village one third 
as much as the proposed pipeline. 

The MD of Sturgeon is sympathetic with the Gibbons 
water problem and they have given their permission for the 
village to acqul an interest in the land needed to build the 
line. 

Suun, bubbling city water could be filling the sinks of 
Gibbons and possibly Bon Accord could tie in with the line 
eventually. 

Not only that the line could also be a boon for farmers and 
industry as it locates in an area which will be much better off 
fur water than it has In the past.

Morinville gets 
to build sewer line 


The MD of Sturgeon has 
given Morinville the con- 
siruction go ahead on a 12 
mile $2.8 million sanitary 
sewer line between Morin- 
ville and St, Albert. 

The MD may take a 10 per 
cent share in the line and 
make a separate agreement 
with St. Albert on sharing 
the line when the time 
comes. 

The Department of the 
Environment has long fav- 
oured that Morinville go the 
route of a sewer line tie in 
with St. Albert, but this had 
been held up for some time 
as Morinville and St. Albert 
hassled over the cost of the 
service. 

That was recently reduced 
by St. Albert from $1.20 to 
$1.00 per 1,000 gallons, 
making the ground clear for 
Morinville to proceed with 
the line. 

The sewer line is expected 
10 cope with a maximum of 
seven cubic feet per second 
al peak times. 

If St. Albert had insisted 
on the $1.20 price for the use 
of the tie-in, then Morinville 
might have had to build a 
plant to aerate its own 
sewage, with twice yearly 
dumping in the Manawan 
canal; this was not accept- 
able to the Deparment of the 
Environment. 

Mayor Art Stapleton see- 
med delighted at the regular 
meeting of the MD last week 
that there were real pros- 
pects of the line going 
through. It was a change 
from being at square one all 
the time, he hinted. 

The capacity of the line 
will be for 24,000 people and 


Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation could pro- 
vide one sixth of the cost 
grant, 

Secing that the agreement 
with St. Albert was now live- 
able with, Mayor Stapleton 
wanted MD co-operation for 


the new sewer line. 

Once Morinville got the 
development permit from the 
MD to construct the line, it 
could get under way by May 
or June.

Predators claim: poultry 


Alberta Agriculture's Pre- 
dator Indemnity Committee 
received more than 50 claims 
last year for poultry losses 
allegedly due to predators. 

Dr. G. R. Whenham, 
committee chairman, says 
predators listed on the claims 
forms included wolves, coy- 
oles, weasels, foxes, lynx, 
mink, skunks, owls and dogs. 
Coyotes headed the list for 
both total number of claims 
and total reported losses. 

Dr. Whenham says: ‘‘The 
greatest losses appear to 
occur among chickens that 
are allowed to roam free in 
the barnyard, especially wh- 
en they are not confined at 
night. 

Coyotes usually come into 
dhe yard at dawn and take 
away the chickens, one at a 
lime, leaving only a few 
feathers as evidence of their 
visit. This ritual frequently 


goes on for weeks before the 
farmer is even aware that his 
flock is being depleted."’ 

When a predator attack 
occurs in confined poultry, 
the culprit is usually a 
weasel, a mink or a skunk. 
However, in at least one 
reported case, a lynx had 
entered the poultry house 
through a window that had 
been left open for ven- 
lilation. 

According to Dr. When- 
ham, the Predator Indemnity 
Committee usually pays in- 
demnity claims for birds 
which are killed inside a 
building or inside an enclo- 
sedrun, but rejects claims 
for birds killed while running 
at large. ‘The committee 
feels,’’ he says, ‘‘allowing 
chickens to run at large 
constitutes bad management 
Such a claimant should not 
be eligible for indemnity.”
